Shelton State Community College offers the West 
Alabama community a wide variety of services through 
Training for Existing Business and Industry (TEBI). 
Focusing on developing community and corporate 
partnerships, the division works with local business 
leaders to provide professional skills instruction. The 
department offers certified training courses for specific 
business needs. The Continuing Education Program offers 
short-term courses to meet the changing skill and training 
needs of workers of all ages in the West Alabama area. 

A wide variety of courses are offered at affordable prices 
and convenient times. Classes range from professional 
development courses to industry specific skill training. 
Courses are provided for many professional careers that 
require continuing education (CEU’s) to maintain licensing. 
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Adult Education 

The Shelton State Community College Adult Education Program provides services to Bibb. Greene, Hale, 

Sumter, and Tuscaloosa counties. The program operates under the direction of the Alabama Department of 

Postsecondary Education. Instruction is provided via traditional and online classes. GED and Career Readiness 

credential preparation, graduation exam help and skills remediation are offered in all five counties at no cost to 

students. In addition, English as a Second Language (ESL) classes and Project Literacy United States (PLUS) 

tutoring a ,- e offered in Tuscaloosa County. Adult Education focuses on assisting adults in obtaining knowledge 
and skills for employment and self-sufficiency.

The Lifelong Learning Center provides a variety of classes to Senior Adults, age 55 and older, in a 

convenient and relaxed environment. Shelton State otters academic, wellness, and personal interest 
courses each semester. 

Alabama Community College of the Fine Arts 

The Sandra Hall Ray Center is home to the Shelton State Community College Fine Arts programs 
Theatre Tuscaloosa, and The Alabama Stage and Screen Hall of Fame. The facility includes: 
the Bean Brown Theatre: the Alabama Power Recital Hall; the BellSouth and National Bank of 
Commerce Galleries; Painting, Drawing, and Photography Studios; and a Dance Studio. The 
Shelion State Community College Music Department includes choral and instrumental rehearsal 
rooms, faculty studios, an electronic koyboard classroom, and student practice rooms.

RESIDENCY GUIDELINES 



Eligibility for In-State Residency 

To be eligible for in-state tuition, an applicant must meet the following requirements: 

1 . bn a United States citizen or be a non-citizen who has been granted permanent residency status by the United States 

government: and 

2. the applicant must either: 

A. bn a resident in the Stale ot Alabama for at least 1 2 months immediately preceding application tor admission, or 
have a nomestrangod spouse who has resided and had habitation, home end permanent abode in the State of 
Alabama for at least 1 2 months immediately preceding application for admission, or 
C. in the case of a minor dependent under 24 years of age socking admission, have parents, parent, nr legal 
guardian who have/has resided in the State of Alabama for at least 12 months immediately preceding 
application for admission. 

3. reside in Lowndes or Noxoubee County, Mississippi, which is within the bO mile radius of the campus 

Consequently, an out-of-state student cannot attain Resident Student status simply by attending school for twelve 
months in the state of Alabama. Residency for Transient students is based on their home institution. 

Students who cannot satisfy one of the requirements listed above are considered non-residents of the State of Alabama. 
Ultimate determination of residency status shall be made by the institution by evaluating the presence or absence of 
connection with the State of Alabama.

High school transcripts in a language other than English must

Transfer Applicants Applicants who have attended another 
college^) must have an official transcripts) showing work 
attempted at each institution attended.
